In  addition  to  ncre  than  one  thousand  pamphlets,  separately 
hound  and  specifically  classified,  which  deal  with  English  history, 
1715-l,T89f  our  special  collect  ions  of  bound  pamphlets  contain  much 
oontesxpoiiuy  ranter  ini  on  British  civilization  in  the  eighteenth  century* 
Thomas  Jefferson,  whose  private  library  acquired  in  1815,  provided  the 
nucleus  of  cur  present  collect  ions,  was  an  assiduous  collect  or  of 
pamphlets,  which  ho  had  bound  together  according  to  ojbjocta.  This 
practice  was  continued.  In  1867  tho  Congress  purchased  the  private 
library  of  Peter  iOrco,  which  was  described,  in  part,  in  a  Special 
Report  of  the  Libr^ian,  us  follows: 

...  Of  pamphlets  printed  prior  to  1000  there  are 
8,310,  •••  Mr,  rorce  was  so  fortunate  as  to  secure,  many 
years  since,  five  (treat  and  unbroken  collections,  fomod 
by  loading  politicians  of  different  parties,  who  arranged  and 
bound  up  for  convenient  references  all  the  panphlot  literature 
of  their  time*
